E. P. LEWIS, ITS TRAVELING 
REPRESENTATIVE. 


The Long and Bitter War Between That 
Company and the American G@lass- 
workers’ Union~President Baraley 
Will Never Employ Ancther Union 
Kan— Kr. Lewis Assigns His Reasons— 
Cause of the Present Strike. 


The United States Glass Oo. of Pittsburg, 
Pa., and Gas City, Inf., and the American 
Glassworkers’ Union have been engaged in a 
deadly struggle since August, 1893. It has 
cost the company maay thousands of dollars, 
and, it is said, lost it a great deal of trade. 
It has thrown between 8,000 and 4,000 skilled 
laborers on the market to seeX employment 
in other factories or exist by the charity of 
the Glassworkers’ Unia. 

R. P. Lewis, travelitg representative of 
the United States Glass Co., explained to 
a Post-Disrpatcn reporter to-day frankly 
and fully the cause of this long struggle. 

„Our President, Ralph Bagaley, has deter- 
mined never again to recognize the union,’’ 
he sald. it has attempted to run the dus! 
ness long enough and when the financial 
trouble came on last year, be thought there 
would never be a bettet opportunity to crush 
the union. The object of the fight was to 


kill the union. 

‘*Mr. Bagaley thought then that he had 
undertaken a three years’ Nght. He expected 
to lose money and trade, but he believed it 
would be money wisely invested. If the com- 
pany wins, as it must wis, it will prove to be 
A judicious investment. The men can not 
live on the union pittance of $ a week for 
married men and #4 for singie men. They 
are used to getting $20 Or $30 a week. It will 
not be long before many of the union men 
will seek their old places as individuals. 
They will never get them as unionists. The 
company is operating in - Gas City 
and the new town of Gisssport, fifteen miles 
above Pittsburg, on the “Monongahels, with 
non-union men. The works are not run at 
their full capacity ana the inefficiency of the 
non-uston men Ras lost us much trade and 
many thousands of dollars. Many runs of 
giass net only one-half or one-third firsts. 
Our customers are, of course, dissatisfied 
when the goodsare not shipped promptly, 
but when the strike is over i Delieve we wiil 
be right on top. 

WAR ON THE UNITED COMPANY, 

**Other glass makers are endeavoring to 
crush the United Glass Oo. They recognize 
theunion. The union met them half way 
about ten days ago by conceding the point in 


issue between us and our old men ia order 
that our competitors may be at no disadvan- 
tage in the struggie with the United and its 
Bon-union men, 

he point at issue was simply this. The 
men work on two dally runs of four 
hours each. Five hundred tumbDliers are re- 
guired for instance, of each workman in 
each run. One may make them in three 
hours, another in four and one-Ralf hours. 
The company demanded tbat the men should 
work out the four hours any how, getting 
proportional extra pay. They refused on 
union principles. They were bull- 
headgeadwvand refused to yield. The com- 
pany insisted. Then followed the strike. 
The men seemed to fear wages would be cut 
if overwork was allowed and desired to pre- 
serve a wage level. 

Still this point was largely a pretext for 
the struggle which was forthe extermina- 
tion of the union?’’ the reporter asked.

HURTS THE FLOUR TRADR. 


Cuba’s Retaliatory Measures Against the 
Tariff impesed Against Its Products. 


In retaliation for the abolition of reciproc- 
ity with Cuba by the new tariff bill which 
went into effect to-day, Spain has restored 
the old prohibitive duty on American 
four. This action cuts off one of the 
best markets for four which was open to 8t. 
Louis merchants. Mr. Henry G. Craft of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, estimates that St. 
Louls has been exporting to Cuba for the 
past year or two 300,000 sacks of flour, ofan 
average value of $2 sack, 
or a total of 750, 000. Mr. W. 
K. Stanard estimates that the E. O. Stanard 
Milling Co. alone marketed in Cuba last year 
60,009 sacks, or $150,000 worth of our. For- 
merly, these gentiemen stated, Spain 
imposed a prohibitive duty on Ameri- 
can flour of 4 Cuban dollars, or 
$8.68 per sack, but on the adoption of the 
plan of reciprocity proposed by Mr. Blaine 
the duty was reduced to 1 Cuban dollar. or 
about 92 cents. Within the last few 
weeks, anticipating the restoration of 
the American duty on sugar, and the aboll- 
tion ofthe plan of reciprocity under which 
Cuba and the United states had been work 
Ing, the King of spain ordered the restora- 
tion of the retaliatory prohibitive duty, thus 
discriminating awalinst the United States in 
tt of all other exporters of flour to 
Cuba,
